DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

2. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicants cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 17-21 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form 
for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel 
the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. In particular, there is no claim 23 in the application, so such 
dependency is unclear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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5. Claims 1-3, 7-9, 1 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Applicant's admitted prior art (APA), figure 2. 

The above claims are anticipated by APA, figure 2, which disclose a display (120) 
comprising: 

. a display unit having a display panel (123); 

. a control board (123); 

.a first casing (121) having a window (122); 

. a second casing (1 27) to cover a rear side of the display unit; 

. the connection means comprising one first hole (hole on the hinge unit side) penetrating 
an outer frame of the first casing, a fastening projection (protrusion protruding from casing on 
the hinge unit side), and at least one fastening member (e.g., screw part) inherently coupled the 
fastening projection to the first hole; wherein a spacing provided between an inner wall of the 
first casing and an end of the fastening projection with a thickness not less than a thickness of the 
display unit (i.e., so as the display unit can be installed therebetween) 

. a hinge unit (130); 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made.

7. Claims 4-6 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's admitted prior art (APA), figure 2. 

Regarding the above claims, APA discloses the claimed invention as described above 
except for the control board having at least one notch unit located on one edge of the control 
board. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to 
employ a control board having a notch unit since the examiner takes Office Notice of the 
equivalence of the control board with the notch unit and the control board without the notch unit 
for their use in the display housing art and the selection of any of these known equivalents to fix 
a control board inside the LCD housing would be within the level of ordinary skill in the art. 

It should be noted that claims 17-21 have not rejected or indicated allowable due to the 
scope of such claims are not clear. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 10 and 1 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
